. 3.—Gov. Gordon last
night received an appeal for troops from
the sheiiff of Coffee Co., who telegraph-

ed that the negroes were shooting down
the whites.

The scene is twenty miles from the

nearest telegraph station and no partie-
ulir are obtainable,

Negroes constitute a large proportion
of the population of Cuffee county, and
the county has been the scene of scver
al race troubles  Much of the territory
18 covered with dense pine forests, the
working of whieh for turpentine employs
large unumbers of both white and black.
These are very illiterate, aud there is
much race prejndice which frequently
leads to copflicts. Douglas, the county
seaf, is a small village of the most prim-
itive sort. The population of the coun-
ty is only a few thousand.

At midnight word was received from
Waycross that the rioters are led by a
white man named L. B. Varna, who
operates a turpentine still. He had a
dispute about some land with Thos.
Seers, and while attempting to gain
possession, Seers shot one of the negroes
dead, and later with a gang of men, at-
tacked Varna's hands. The negroes
then resolved on retaliation and shot
three of them fatally—D. W. McLennen,
Frank Seers, Thomas Beers, and a comn-
panion named Hendricks. The negroes
are described by the messenger who

brought tne news to Wayecross as being
farious.

THE PRESBYTERIAN SYNOD.

RALEIGH SELECTED AS THE
FPLACE OF MEETING NEXT
YEAR.

The Varions Committees Appointed-=
Statistical and Other Reports Pre-
sented on the Second Pay.

(Condensed From Wilmington Dailies)
The Moderator announced the names
of standing Committees on Bills of Over-
ture, Judicial, Address to Churches on
the 8tate of Religion, Systematic Bene-
ficence, Minutes of General Assembly,
Union Theological Seminary, Treasur-
er’s Books, Devotional Exercises, Statis-
tical Reports and Systematic Racords,

Statistical reports from the Presbyte-
ries, narratives of the state of religion
and reports of Presbyteries on syste-
matic beneficence were called for. Iu
reply to a question of Dr. Smith the
eierk stated that these reports were ot
read in open session but rcferred to the
several committees on these matters.
The report of the directors of the Union
Theological Seminary was read and re-
ferred to the committee. on the same.
The elcetion of directors of this institu-
tion wus referred to the same commit-
tee. Rev. Dr. Wharey suggested that
the time for holding memorial services
for deceased members be fixed for this
evening immediateiy following commu-
ion servies. Referred to committee on
Memorials. It was made the second
order of Saturday to hear the report of
the agent on publication. The Treas-
urer of the Synod reported $116 13 on
hand. Synodical and Presbyterial re-
cords called for. The report of the
committee on Historical Records was re-
ceived and the committee continued.
The report of the Board of Regency
was culled for. Dr. Rumple, as chair-
maun, ask.d induigercs a day or two.
Report of committee on Parochial In-
struction caded for. Dr. Rumple re
qucsted that this be deferred until Dr.
Shearer’sarrival, as it was a matter in
which he was e pecizlly interested Tue
chairman of cymmittes on Bible Cause
was permitied to make a report witheut
the signatures of the other members of
that committee.

This report embodied a lengthy state-
ment of the admirable work of the Ameri
ead Bible Society, which is the mainstay
of the Bible work of the Synond: called
attention to the acti_ . of the last Gen-
eral As embly commending this society
arndd urzing contributions from the
churches to the soc’ely, anl oftered res-
ola'ions recommending annual! e¢Hntri-
butions fiom ths churches to that ob-
jret.  The reprt was adopted and the
resolutions conenrred in, except the one
recommending the division of the March
eolleetion in  ¢urches having only
mouthly service, between th: Bible So-
ciety and Puniicat’on work, which was,
after discussion, stricken out.
ordered priuted in appendix of the
minntes

Dr. Romple made a partial report for
the Committee on Statistic:, and sug-
gested names for committees on memo-
rials on Dr R. A. Anderson, and Rev.
N. J. Borwden, deceased. Dre. Johnson
suzgested that these memorials be brief,
and not biographical sketches, and that
the word *“‘minute” be inserted before
the word “‘mewmorial.” Conecurred in.

Memorials from Mecklenburg, and
overtures from Concord and Fayetteville
Presbyteries, were read aud referred to
the committee on Bills and Overtures.
Rev. W. R. McLellan was appointed
Agent of Education to fill the unexpired
term of Rev. R. 8. Campbell. A re-
port from Dr. Richardson—mainly sta
tiztical —was referred to said agent.

It was made the third order of Satur-
day to hear the report of the agent of
educatic a.

The place of the next meeting was, by
invitation of Dr. Watkins, fixed at Ral-

eight. The time was left unsettled that
Dr. Watkins and Elder MecPheeters

might cousult together as to the time
most convenient. On motion 1,150 eop-
ies of the minutes were ordered printed.

Rev. Dr. Pritchard, pastor of ihe First
3aptist Church, was introduced to the
Synod, and invited to sit as a visting
brother. He facatiously remarked that
he was raised on the Shorter Catecliism
and, felt much at home among Presby-
terians. He also requested that one of
the wvisiting ministers preach in his
church Thursday aund Friday evenings
and asked that his old friend Dr. Wat-
kins, of Raleigh, preach there Thursday
night.

At 11:40 the Synod took recess until
3:30p. m. At 12 m. Rev. H. G. Hill
preached a remarkably able sermon from
Acts ii, 47, ‘‘And the Lord added to the
church daily, such as should be saved.”

Aiternoon Session.

The cocmmittee on Bills and Overtures
through their chairman, Rev. Dr, Wha-
rey, made a report in response to an
overture bearing on the legality of a
minister of one Presbytery presiling
over a congregational meeting in an-
other Presbytery, which elicited lengthy
discussion, and which was, after amend-
ment by Rev. Mr. Arrowood. Adopted.
The committee made a report on an
overture from Concord Preshytery rce-
ommending that the transfers Le
be granted. Dr. J. Henry Smith moved
that in addition the counties of Wilkes
and Ashe be transfarred from Orange
to Concord Presbytery. After eorside:-
able discussion his motion was lost.
eport adopted. Committee reported
on an overture from Fayetteviile Presby-
bytery recommending that the transfers
desired be granted. Rev. Mr. Johnson
protested against so many changes as
being a backward step, undoing what
the former Synod deemed it wisest and
best to do. Rev. P. R. Law advocated
the changes as a progressive step, saying
that the former Synod simply made a
mistake. The report was adopted.

The clerk presented an overture from
Concord Presbytery. Roaferred to com-
mittee Bills and Overtures. The com-
mittee at once recommended the grant-
ing of their request. Adopted. Synod
took recess until 8 p. m.

The Loss Fully Covered by Insurancese

Origin of the Fire==Particulars of the
Losses, &e.

DuruaM N. C., Oct. 23.—This mora-

ing at five o'clock, the Pa:rish Building,
situated on the corner of Mangum and
Parish streets, was discovered to be on
fire,

The building was a handsome three
story b ek, with terra cotta trimmings,
and owned by Mr. J. 8. Carr, and val-
ued at $25,000. The building was thor-
ouzbly gutted. The First Natlonal Bank
and W. H. Proctor, dealer in staple and
fapey groceries, ocenpied the first floor;
Messrs., ‘\'V . and F. L 1"\1.'101' nad
their law cflices on the second flyor; Ur.
Lyrer, Dentist, also ceeupied rooms on
the second floor. The oth r rocms vere
occupled by the yourg men of the town
as dormitories

The lodge room of the Kuights of
Pythiss and the Masonic Lodge room
occupied the third flyor. All the effects
of the bank were saved. The stock of
Mr. Proctor was also saved, except that
it was damaged by water. A heavy
down pour of rain was happeniug just
at the time of the fire. The law offices
and bocks of the Messrs, Fuller, and
the dental rooms of Dr. Lynei were
seriously damaged by bo'h fire and
water. The two lodze rcoms on the
third floor were destio; ed.

The building wa: fully covered by in-
surance. The origin of the fire is un-
kuown, but it appears to have caught
from curelessnes: vu the part of some
ote who lodged iu the hallway.
